A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record In the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the Interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .111 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner vMo conducted the interview (if Fonm is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Fomn, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the'

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Claims 27-29 are rejected twice. They should only be rejected in 
section 7 of the outstanding office action (paper 32). A predetermined percentage of a total duration is necessarily a 
period of time, and hence the limitations of claims 27-29 are met. Claims 5, 19, and 25 are rejected for substantially 
the same reasons. Claims 13, 14, 17, and 21 are rejected for substantially the same reasons as claim 1, claims 10, 18, 
and 24 substantially for the same reasons as claim 4, claims 11,15, and 22 substantially for the same reasons as 
claim 2, claims 12,16, and 23 substantially for the same reasons as claim 3, and 20 and 26 for substantially the same 
reasons as claim 6. The examiner is of the opinion that the cited section of Ellison is enabled to a person of ordinary 
skill in the art. Furthermore, Ellison is combinable with Lewis because some entities in Ellison act as CAs, the bank ,for 
example. 
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
